SYNOPSIS 


ACT 1. 


Don Giovanni, carrying on his love affairs with three women at once and much embarrassed by the 
difficulties in which he finds himself, constitutes the Story of the Opera. 


Having assaulted Donna Anna—a lady of noble birth—in her father’s house, he tries to make his 
escape when she screams for help. She follows him into the street to find out who the intruder is, and 
her father, hearing her cries, comes upon the scene and challenges Don Giovanni to fight. Giovanni 
kills him and then makes off with his servant Leporello. Meanwhile, Anna returns with her lover, 


Octavio, whose assistance she had gone to seck, and they find the body of her father, whose death they 
pledge themselves to avenge. 


Next we are introduced to Donna Elvira who eloped from a convent with Giovanni only to be 


deserted. She encounters him unexpectedly and demands his reasons for leaving her, but Giovanni 
leaves Leporello to explain, and makes his escape. 


Then come the peasants celebrating a wedding which is to take place between Zetlina and Masetto. 
Giovanni comes upon the scene, fancies Zerlina for himself, invites them all to a party at his house апа 
leaves Leporello to entertain Masetto. Zerlina being a coquette by nature falls into the trap, and then 
screams for help from behind a screen whence Giovanni has led her. Leporello runs to shield his master 
as the party breaks into confusion and rushes to Zerlina’s assistance. Giovanni, ever resourceful, drags 
Leporello out as the culprit, but does not count on meeting Octavio, Anna and Elvira, who have all 
entered masked in order to denounce him as a murderer, a fa& of which they are now certain. Everyone 


cries for vengeance, but Giovanni, never at a loss, draws his sword and makes his escape through the 
crowd. 


ACT Il. 


We first see Giovanni trying to compensate Leporello for all he has gone through for his (Giovanni's) 
benefit. Elvira appears on a balcony, and Giovanni seeing the opportunity for another adventure, 
hastily dresses Leporello in his clothes and, having serenaded her, leaves Leporello to impersonate him in 


making love to her. Giovanni then returns and frightens them both off, and proceeds with another 
serenade. 


Masetto and his comrades then enter searching for Don Giovanni, but Giovanni, disguised as Lepo- 
rello, again has the upper hand, and Masetto seeks consolation with Zerlina.

SYNOPSIS (continued). 


Then Leporello and Elvira return unknown to each other, and each is about to make good their 
escape in the darkness when Leporello is pounced upon by Masetto, Zerlina, Anna and O@avio, and, of 
course, mistaken for Giovanni. Elvira, under the same impression, begs for his life ; then Leporello makes 
himself known and escapes. Не next meets his master in a graveyard where, after recounting their 
adventures, they see the statue of the late Commandant, Donna Anna's father—and Giovanni bids 
Leporello invite it to supper. In fear and trembling Leporello does as he is bid, and the statue accepts. 


Ав a finale, we have the supper party, into which Elvira bursts distra&edly in a last effort to save 
Giovanni from sin. Then the Commandant enters and in his turn invites Giovanni to supper, and after 
warning him makes his exit. Giovanni is dragged down to hell. 


The Epilogue points the moral of the story.

THE OPERA CLASS 


The study of Opera is carried on in the Royal Academy of Music as an adjun& 
to the training of Singers, all of whom are expected to take part in this class. 


The Course of Study comprises lessons in Singing, Stage Gesture, Stage-Craft and 
Diction, Dancing and General Musicianship. The Special Rehearsal Class meets in the 
Duke’s Rehearsal Theatre twice a week. 


Frequent performances of both Grand and Light Opera take place in the Academy 
Theatre and elsewhere throughout the year, and the objeéts of the Class are to enable 
every properly qualified student to gain experience in all kinds of réles—principal and 
secondary. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


SINGING, two lessons per week of one hour each in conjunétion with one other Student. 
STAGE GESTURE, two houts per week in class. 

STAGE-CRAFT AND DICTION, one hour per week in class. 

DANCING, one hour per week in class. 


GENERAL MUSICIANSHIP, Pianoforte, Elements of Music, Harmony, and Aural Training 
as arranged by the Principal. 


OPERA REHEARSAL CLASS, two-four hours per week. 
12 Fee for the Course is £14 145. od. per Term.

ROYAL ACADEMY OF MUSIC 


FOUNDATION. 


HIS Royal and National Institution was founded in the yeat 1822 through the 
patriotic exertions of John Fane (Lord Burghersh), eleventh Earl of Westmorland, 
and commenced its public work in 1823 under the dire patronage of His Majesty 

King George IV., whose interest in its welfare was manifested by an annual subscription 
of one hundred guineas. 


OBJECTS. 


The objects of the Academy, as set forth in its Charter, are “ to promote the cultiva- 
tion of the science of music, and to afford facilities for attaining perfection in it by assisting 
with general instruction all persons desirous of acquiring a knowledge thereof,” and by a 
Supplementary Charter granted November 29th, 1910, the privileges of the Institution 
were extended so as “to do all and all manner of a&s and things whatsoever and 
wheresoever which shall be necessary for or conducive to the effecting or carrying out 
the objects of the Royal Academy of Music or which the Board of Dite@ors thereof 
shall in their discretion consider necessary.” 


HISTORY. 


Shortly after the opening of the Academy, His Majesty King George IV. further 
evinced his interest in the School by gtanting it a Royal Charter on June 23rd, 1830. His 
successors, King William IV., Queen Victoria, and King Edward VIL, were also Patrons 
of the Academy, and continued the pecuniary contribution to its funds. 

As Prince and Princess of Wales, Their late Majesties King Edward VII. and Queen 
Alexandra conferred the highest distin&ion upon the Academy by graciously attending, in 
person, the Distribution of Prizes in the year 1897, and the present Sovereign, His 
Majesty King George V., with his Consort, Queen Магу, have indicated their interest 
in the institution by heading the list of Royal Patrons. 

On the lamented death of the President, H.R.H. the Duke of Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, 
in 1900, the Academy was honoured by the gracious acceptance of the Presidentship by 
H.R.H. the Duke of Connaught and Strathearn. 

The Royal Academy of Music originally started in 1823 with a Studentship of only 
twenty. From that year onwards there has been a Steady and continuous increase in the 
number on the roll. 

Of the large number who, during the hundred odd years’ life of the Academy, have 
received their training within its walls, many have attained to positions of eminence and 
distinction, not only in the British Empire, but in all patts of the world.
